Panels subpoena Rice, grant immunity to top Gonzales aide 


WASHINGTON I In rapid succession, congres- 
sional committees Wednesday ramped up 
their investigations of the Bush administra- 
tion by approving a subpoena for Secretary 
of State Condoleezza Rice and granting 
immunity to a former key aide to Attorney 
General Alberto Gonzales. 

The White House pushed back, refusing to 
allow officials to testify under oath about the 
firings and arguing that top officials already 
have answered questions about the now- dis- 


credited claim that Iraq was seeking ura- 
nium for a bomb. By 21-10, the House over- 
sight committee voted to issue a subpoena 
to Rice to compel her story. 

Next door, the House Judiciary Committee 
voted 32-6 to grant immunity to Monica 
Goodling, Gonzales’ White House liaison, 
for her testimony on why the administration 
fired eight federal prosecutors. The panel also 
unanimously approved — but did not issue 
— a subpoena to compel her to appear.

Giuliani, Dems Battle Over Security 


GOP hopeful suggests

WASHINGTON I Democratic presi- 
dential candidates on Wednesday 
rebuked Republican rival Rudy Giu- 
liani for suggesting that the United 
States could face another major ter- 
rorist attack if a Democrat is elect- 
ed in 2008.

Giuliani, who was in office on Sept. 


11, 2001, should 
not be mak- 
ing the terrorist 
threat into “the 
punchline of 
another political 
attack.” 

“Rudy Giu- 
liani today has 
taken the politics of fear to a new 
low, and I believe Americans are 
ready to reject those kind of poli- 
tics,” Obama said in a statement. 

Former North Carolina Sen. 
John Edwards said Giuliani knows 


better than to suggest there is a 
“superior Republican way to fight 
terrorism.” Sen. Hillary Rodham 
Clinton said protecting the coun- 
try from terrorism “shouldn’t be a 
political football.” 

“It should be a solemn respon- 
sibility that all of us pledge to ful- 
fill regardless of what party we’re 
in,” she said when asked about her 
fellow New Yorker’s comment at a 
Capitol Hill news conference. 

Giuliani stood by his comments 
Wednesday, saying Democrats don’t 
understand the terrorist threat. 


“They do not seem to get the fact 
that there are people, terrorists in 
this world, really dangerous people 
that want to come here and kill us,” 
Giuliani said on “The Sean Han- 
nity Show.” “They want to take us 
back to not being as alert, which to 
me will just extend this war much, 
much longer.” 

He was defending his remark 
Tuesday in New Hampshire, where 
he said if a Democrat is elected, “it 
sounds to me like we’re going on 
defense. We’re going to wave the 
white flag there.” (ap)

Survey: Doctors Take 
Gifts From Sales Reps 


Questionnaire casts 
doubt on success of 
recent ethics initiative 

Despite recent efforts to tighten 
ethics rules and avoid conflicts of 
interest, four out of five doctors say 
in a new survey that they let drug 
and device makers buy them food 
and drinks. 

The national survey, published in 
Thursday’s New England Journal of 
Medicine, is the first to document the

Investigators say they 
don’t know motive 
for Va. Tech attack 

BLACKSBURG, VA. | The massacre 
inside a chained- shut Norris Hall 
went on for nine minutes as Seung- 
Hui Cho fired off 170 rounds, killing 
30 people before shooting himself in 
the head, police revealed Wednes- 
day. But they said investigators still 
don’t know why Cho launched the 
bloody attack on his fellow students 
at Virginia Tech. 

“We talk about possible motives 
and theories and whatnot, but we 
don’t have any evidence to suggest 
anything,” said State Police Superin- 
tendent Col. W. Steven Flaherty. 

He said investigators had 
searched computer files, cell phone 
records and e-mails, and had com- 
piled 500 pieces of evidence from 
Norris Hall alone. 

Flaherty, who is overseeing the 
investigative team, said police have 
been unable to answer one of the 
case’s most vexing questions: why 


the spree began at the West Ambler 
Johnston dormitory, and why 18- 
year-old freshman Emily Hilscher 
was the first victim. 

“We certainly don’t have any one 
motive that we are pursuing at this 
particular time, or that we have 
been able to pull together and for- 


mulate,” Flaherty said. “It’s frustrat- 
ing, because it’s so personal, because 
we see the families and see the com- 
munities suffering, and we see they 
want answers.” 

Flaherty cautioned that it 
could be months before the case 
is closed, (ap)

McCain Officially 
Enters ’08 Race 


Arizona senator touts 
experience as he tries 
to revitalize candidacy 

PORTSMOUTH, N.H. I Republican 
John McCain officially entered the 
2008 presidential race Wednesday, 
stressing his experience honed in 
war and Washington as he sought to 
revive his struggling campaign. 

“We face formidable challenges, 
but I’m not afraid of them. I’m pre- 
pared for them,” said McCain, an 
Arizona senator. 

The event gave McCain an 
opportunity to restart his campaign 
after a troubling four-month period 
in which he went from presumed 
GOP front-runner to trailing Rudy 
Giuliani in national polls. 

At the same time, McCain became 
perhaps forever linked to the Iraq war 


whenhe assumed the role ofpitchman 
for Bush’s troop increase. With little 
choice, McCain recently embraced 
the war with vigor and staked his 
candidacy to its outcome. 

“I’m not running for president 
to be somebody, but to do some- 
thing; to do the hard but necessary 
things, not the easy and needless 
things,” he said. 

In contrast to his “Happy War- 
rior” persona, McCain was somber 
as he sought to portray himself as 
the leader the nation needs in a 
critical time. 

He offered a litany of the nation’s 
woes — from the dire financial out- 
look of Social Security and Medi- 
care to U.S. dependence on foreign 
oil — and a repeated vow. 

“That’s not good enough for Amer- 
ica. And when I’m president, it won’t 
be good enough for me.” (ap) 


Tornado Kills 10 Along Texas Border 


EAGLE PASS, TEXAS I Search teams 
worked their way through wreck- 
age-strewn neighborhoods along 
the Texas -Mexico border Wednes- 
day after a tornado killed at least 10 
people, destroyed two schools and 
damaged hundreds of homes. 

The same storm system was later 
blamed for a lightning fire that killed 


an 11th person in Louisiana. 

Five of the tornado victims died 
together when the storm slammed 
their mobile home against a school 
building in Eagle Pass, said Maver- 
ick County Judge Jose Aranda. 

“It was a whole family, and they 
were all together,” said police Offi- 
cer Ezekiel Navjas. (ap)

Olmert Rejects New Calls 
To Launch Gaza Offensive 

Prime Minister Ehud Olmert and 
his top security chiefs on Wednesday 
rejected calls for a massive ground 
offensive in the Gaza Strip follow- 
ing a renewal of rocket attacks on 
southern Israel by the Hamas mil- 
itant group.

Solemn 

First post-Soviet 
leader laid to rest in 
elite Moseow eemetery 

M 0 S C 0 W I Boris Yeltsin was laid to 
rest Wednesday alongside writers, 
composers and artists in a funeral 
that was laden with the religious 
trappings given to Russia’s czars 
but that also broke with tradi- 
tion, befitting the first post-Soviet 
president. 

World leaders of his time, includ- 
ing former Presidents Bush and 
Clinton and former British Prime 
Minister John Major, joined a 
crowd of dignitaries at the funeral 
service led by two -dozen white - 
robed priests in a gilded cathedral 
near the Kremlin. It was followed 
by a procession through Moscow’s 
streets to the landmark Novodevi- 
chy Cemetery. 

Yeltsin’s anointed successor — 
Vladimir Putin — played a low-key 
role, attending the church service 
and marching with his wife, Lyud- 
mila, in the procession. At a Krem- 
lin reception hours after the burial, 
he promised to pursue his prede- 
cessor’s goals. 

Yeltsin “sincerely tried to do 


everything to make the lives of 
millions of Russians better,” Putin 
said. “We will move toward these 
goals.” 

Before the burial, more than 
20,000 people filed through the

Bayrou Snubs Rivals in French Race 


Third-place finisher 
deeides not to endorse 
a eandidate in runoff 

PARIS I They wooed him hard, even 
leaving messages on his cell phone, 
and on Wednesday he spurned them 
both. 

Beaten but defiant, the third- 
place finisher in France’s first- 
round presidential election said he 
would not throw his 7 million voters 
behind either conservative front- 
runner Nicolas Sarkozy or Socialist 
Segolene Royal, the two candidates 
fighting for the top job. 

Instead, Francois Bayrou said he 
will form a new party in the politi- 
cal center, setting his sights on the 
next election in 2012. The decision 
not to play kingmaker in the May 
6 runoff was a major gamble that

could reshape France’s political 
future — or kill his career. 

France’s decision-makers long 
disregarded Bayrou as a onetime 
farmboy with a puny political voice.

He savored the moment Wednes- 
day as France waited to hear wheth- 
er he would endorse a candidate for 
the runoff “I will not give guidance 
about how to vote,” Bayrou said at 
a packed news conference. 

Polls show Bayrou’s voters split 
fairly evenly into three groups: those 
who prefer Royal, those who prefer 
Sarkozy, and those who will abstain 
in the runoff in protest. Royal, in 
particular, needs Bayrou’s backers: 
She won 25.9 percent of the vote 
Sunday, while Sarkozy took nearly

Ethiopia Blames

Wednesday blamed its rival Eritrea 
for an attack on a Chinese -owned 
oil exploration field that killed 74 
people, raising tensions between the 
neighbors who have yet to resolve 
a border issue following the end of 
a two-year war in 2000.

Taliban: Bin Laden 
Led Afghan Attack 


Blast near base amid 
Cheney visit allegedly 
planned by terror ehief 

CAIRO, EGYPT I A top Taliban 
commander said al- Qaeda lead- 
er Osama bin Laden was behind 
the February attack outside a U.S. 
military base in Afghanistan dur- 
ing a visit by Vice President Dick 
Cheney, according to an interview 
shown Wednesday by Arab broad- 
caster Al- Jazeera. 

Bin Laden planned and super- 
vised the attack that killed 23 peo- 
ple outside the Bagram base while 
Cheney was there, said Mullah 
Dadullah, the Taliban’s main 
military commander in southern 


Afghanistan who has had close 
associations with al- Qaeda. 

“You may remember the mar- 
tyr operation inside the Bagram 
base, which targeted a senior U.S. 
official. ... That operation was the 
result of his wise planning. He [bin 
Laden] planned that operation and 
guided us through it. The opera- 
tion was a success,” Dadullah told 
Al- Jazeera. 

He did not say how he knew bin 
Laden planned the attack, and it 
was not clear when the interview 
took place. 

Deputy White House press sec- 
retary Dana Perino said it was “an 
interesting claim but ... I haven’t 
seen any intelligence that would

Past 13,000 Mark 


Dow hits historic level 
after companies beat 
expected profit figures 

NEWYORKlIt looks like a cause for 
celebration: The Dow Jones indus- 
trial average surged from 12,000 
to 13,000 in just six months. But 
appearances can be deceiving, 
and there may be more reason to 
worry rather than rejoice about Wall 
Street’s latest accomplishment. 

Stronger-than- expected prof- 
its from several large companies 
helped push the stock market to 
historic heights. But many big 
corporations, including the Dow 
components, made a chunk of that 
money overseas, where economies 
are growing faster than in the U.S. 
And many of the same worries that 
weighed on investors earlier in the 
year remain: rising energy costs, 
a slumping housing market and a 
possible credit crunch. 

Still, the stock market’s best- 


known indicator surged past 
its latest milestone shortly after 
trading began Wednesday, and 
even made it past 13,100, rising 
as high as 13,107.45. The Dow 
closed at 13,089.89, up 135.95 or 
1.05 percent. 

It took the Dow just 129 trading 
days, since Oct. 18, to make the trek 
from 12,000 to 13,000, far less than 
the 734 years the blue chips took to 
go from 11,000 to 12,000. But the 
swiftness of this latest trip does recall 
the days of the dot-com boom when 
the major indexes were soaring and 
it took the Dow a mere 24 days to 
barrel from 10,000 to 11,000. 

The Dow climbed to a record 
this time, as many of the coun- 
try’s biggest companies surpassed 
analysts’ first- quarter earnings 
projections. Among those beat- 
ing forecasts Wednesday: soft- 
drink maker PepsiCo Inc., mate- 
rials manufacturer Corning Inc. 
and Dow component Boeing Co.

NBA I Rick Carlisle was fired 
Wednesday after four tumultuous 
years as the Indiana Pacers’ coach, 
following a season in which the 
team did not make the playoffs for 
the first time in a decade. 

The Pacers finished the season 
35-47, their worst since 1988-89. 
Indiana was 29 -24 shortly after the 
midseason break for the All-Star 
Game, but lost its next 11 games to 
fall out of the top eight in the East- 
ern Conference. A loss to Detroit on 
April 3 clinched the Pacers’ first los- 
ing season since 1996-97. 

Carlisle’s tenure was primarily 
about his struggle to manage a cast 
of talented, but volatile, characters. 
Carlisle always will be linked with 
Ron Artest and Stephen Jackson, 
the two most prominent players 
in the 2004 brawl between Pacers 
players and Detroit Pistons fans. 
That brawl started the unraveling 
of a team that was expected to make 
several title runs.

Old Guard Takes

31-year-old Parker is 
shining in Toronto’s 
series against the Nets 

NBA PLAYOFFS I Vince Carter and 
the New Jersey Nets have more to 
worry about than Chris Bosh in 
the playoffs. 

Anthony Parker is proving to be 
a very capable second option for the 
Toronto Raptors — on both ends 
of the court. 

“I think he’s one of the most 
unheralded players in the game,”

Parker never got that chance 
his first time around in the NBA. 
The brother of Tennessee women’s 
star Candace Parker played in 55 
games in his first three seasons 
with the 76ers and then Orlando 
before deciding to play overseas. 
He signed with Maccabi Tel Aviv, 
where he won five Israeli Premier 
championships, five Israeli Cups 
and three Euroleague titles. 

“As a basketball player, it gave

A True Test of Character 


The NFL wants teams 
to avoid troubled stars, 
but ean they stay away? 

NFL DRAFT | A psychologist who 
helps NFL teams assess a draft 
pick’s character shakes his head 
when a troubled player is chosen, 
then turns out to be nothing but 
trouble. 

“I’ve been telling teams for 25 
years the same deal: You can’t afford 
to take a guy like that,” Robert Trou- 
twine said. 

Teams are listening — for one 
weekend, anyway. 

Commissioner Roger Goodell’s 
crackdown on player misconduct, 
and his new policy holding franchises 
accountable when things go wrong, 
likely will make teams squeamish 
about taking draft- day risks.

Goodell made examples ofTitans 
cornerback Adam “Pacman” Jones 
and Bengals receiver Chris Henry. 
Jones got a season-long suspension, 
and Henry got an eight-game pun- 
ishment for misconduct. 

Team executives got the mes- 
sage. 

“They’re going to run the risk 
that the commissioner may carry a 
heavy hand when it comes to teams 
that draft people who have known 
character issues,” said Floyd Reese, 
the former Titans general manager 


who drafted Jones last year. “As a 
franchise, you’re probably putting 
yourself in harm’s way if you draft 
somebody with character issues.” 

But when a player slips in the 
draft because of misdeeds, he 
becomes more tempting with each 
passing round. Players taken in later 
rounds will get smaller salaries, so 
teams see less financial risk if prob- 
lems follow and are more likely to 
overlook the problems that made 
them slide. 

“They say. We won’t take him in 
the first round,’ then the guy drops 
to the fourth round and they take 
him,” Troutwine said. “Well, his 
character didn’t clean up in the 
fourth round. He didn’t get any 
smarter in the fourth round. There 
are some people that don’t get that. 
If he’s a bad character guy, you don’t

NASCAR Is Playing God’ 



On his radio show on Tuesday night, driver Tony Stewart likened NASCAR to profes- 
sional wrestling and accused the races of being rigged with unnecessary cautions. 


Stewart: 

Star driver alleges 
raees are being rigged 
with faulty cautions 

AUTO RACING I Two -time champion 
Tony Stewart likened NASCAR to 
professional wrestling and accused 
it of using bogus caution flags to 
shape races in biting comments 
made on his weekly radio show. 

Stewart’s appearance on his 
Tuesday night show was his first 
since skipping a post-race press 
conference in Phoenix. He dom- 
inated Saturday night’s race but 
lost after a late exchange of leads 
with winner Jeff Gordon. Stew- 
art said he refused interviews to 
avoid bashing NASCAR after offi- 
cials threw four cautions for debris 
on the track. 

“It’s like playing God,” he said 
on his Sirius Satellite Radio pro- 
gram. “They can almost dictate the 
race instead of the drivers doing it. 
It’s happened too many times this 
year.” 

“I don’t know that they’ve run a 


fair race all year.” 

NASCAR called Stewart’s com- 
ments “very, very disappointing.” 

“NASCAR has been running 
races since 1948, and we place the 
safety of the drivers at the top of the 


list,” said spokesman Jim Hunter. 
“We have more people and more 
resources than ever officiating 
our races. The safety of the driv- 
ers is our first priority. It has always 
been that way and will continue to 


be that way. 

“There are thousands of talented 
race drivers out there who would 
consider it an honor to compete in 
the NASCAR Nextel Cup Series.” 

Although NASCAR has a policy 
that prohibits obscene language and 
gestures on television, the sanction- 
ing body has no rule against criti- 
cizing its officiating. The NBA and 
NFL both fine its participants for 
criticizing the referees. 

Hunter said NASCAR had no 
plans to punish Stewart for his 
remarks about officiating, which 
is done from a tower above the 
race track by a team of eight that 
includes NASCAR president Mike 
Helton and competition director 
Robin Pemberton. 

Stewart led a race-high 132 
laps at Phoenix but lost the lead 
while pitting under the final cau- 
tion, which came for an accident. 
He used an impressive three- 
wide pass to re-claim the lead, 
only to swap it right back to Gor- 
don, who drove away to victory.

Feist calls her sound 
‘lo-fi’ & ‘lowbrow’; 
critics call it ‘great’ 

M U S I C I After two years of touring 
in support of her 2004 album “Let 
It Die,” Canadian singer/songwriter 
Leslie Feist realized she had really 
just been making “baby steps toward 
an undetermined future.” 

So, rather than commit to a 
lengthy recording process, the artist 
simply known as Feist roped in a few 
key collaborators and her touring 
band and assembled “The Remind- 
er” — out May 1, via Cherry tree/ 
Interscope — in less than a week’s 
worth of sessions at a rented home 
outside Paris. 

“We often had people playing 
instruments they hadn’t come to 
play,” Feist said. “Every time some- 
one said. Why?,’ the answer would 
be. Why not?’ There was a mass 
hypnosis that occurred when we 
played the songs over and over.” 

That attitude has helped the 
honey-voiced Feist build a siz- 
able following in the States and 


abroad since “Let It Die,” which 
blended luxuriant pop originals 
like “Mushaboom” and “One Eve- 
ning” with chilled- out Bee Gees and 
Ron Sexsmith covers. 

This time around. Feist said, 
“There were certain intervals, or 
tempos, that were worn in, so I 
kept wanting to skip over and 
refine those places I hadn’t gone yet. 
People often write what they know 
they’ll be able to sing, but what I 
loved about singing covers was that 
my voice ended up doing things it 
would never naturally do.” 

In tandem with longtime associ- 
ates Gonzales and Dominic “Mocky” 
Salole, Feist was able to crystallize 
the “lo-fi, lowbrow sound” she had 
been hearing in her head for months. 
Indeed, “The Reminder” places the 
artist in a wide array of sonic envi- 
ronments, from the girl-and-her- 
guitar vibe of opener “So Sorry,” 
“Intuition” and “The Park” to the 
pounding, piano -led blog favorite 
“My Moon My Man” and the frenetic 
sing-along “Sea Lion Woman.” 

“Something that was new for me 
was trying not to use headphones,” 


said Feist, who is also a key mem- 
ber of Toronto rock collective Bro- 
ken Social Scene. “We tried to do 
as few overdubs as possible. We’d 
do what we’d call ‘town hall,’ which 
was everybody around one mic sing- 
ing all at once. I wanted it to sound 
a bit like a congregation.” 

A staggered promotional 
scheme helped “Let It Die” gradu- 
ally build steam, but there will be 
a more concerted push for “The 
Reminder” at the outset, includ- 
ing a May 8 appearance on “The 
Tonight Show.” “Starbucks reached 
out to us and wanted to carry this 
record right off the bat,” said Cher- 
rytree president Martin Kierszen- 
baum. “This time, we’re primed for 
maximum impact.” 

Feist is already back on the road, 
having hit major European cities 
earlier this month in advance of 
a Canadian tour and a June run 
through the States, which includes 
a stop at Bonnaroo. But she’s pacing 
herself a little better this time out. 
“In July, I’ll be ready to just rent 
a cabin by a lake somewhere,” she

Mystery Mother 


A.M. Homes’ memoir 
is emotional and sad, 
but it’s also disjointed 

BOOK I It’s a unique premise for 
a memoir. Novelist A.M. Homes 
was the product of an affair, as 
she recounts in “The Mistress’s 
Daughter.” 

Her much- older married father 
began a five-year relationship with a 
17-year-old clerk at one of his stores. 
He said he wanted to marry the 
mistress. He said he wanted them 
to move to Florida. But when his 
mistress and his wife end up preg- 
nant at the same time, everything 
changes — at least for the much 
older man. 

Meanwhile, Homes’ adoptive 
parents had just lost a 9 -year-old 
son to kidney disease. A hysterec- 
tomy had left the woman unable to 
have more children, so the couple 
set up a private adoption through 
their lawyer, who announced on 
Dec. 18, 1961, that their “package 
had arrived, it’s wrapped in pink 
ribbons and it has 10 fingers and 
10 toes.” 

Homes’ birth mother, 22 and 
unmarried, felt she had no choice 
but to give up her daughter. 

“Yes, I have always loved this 
little girl and been tortured every 
December of my life from the day 
she was born that I did not have her 
with me,” she writes to her daugh- 
ter, the author.

Homes holds back little in the 
first half of the memoir. Her pain, 
confusion and sadness are palpable 
and it makes for an extraordinarily 
compelling read. 

But something falls apart in the 
second half She begins “Book Two” 
with a promising chapter called 
“Unpacking My Mother.” 

After her birth mother’s sud- 
den death, she packs up some of 
her belongings, then refuses to look 
at them for seven years. 

Homes devotes too much time to 


discussing her genealogical research 
and an imaginary deposition in 
which she asks her birth father 
everything she’s always wanted to 
know. A tacked- on chapter about 
her adoptive grandmother seems 
to be an afterthought. 

The disjointed and incomplete 
feel of the book’s second half makes 
one wonder whether Homes, whose 
book was releasedjust two years after 
unpacking her mother’s boxes, hasn’t 
had quite enough time to jjSk

Injustice Served 


New HBO film tells 
the tale of the wrongly 
convicted Darryl Hunt 

C R I M I N A L I It is well established that 
DNA evidence can convict the guilty 
and exonerate the innocent. But the 
documentary “The Trials of Darryl 
Hunt” (8 p.m., HBO) shows that not 
even high-tech science can compete 
with a broken justice system. 

In 1984, Hunt was arrested for 
the murder and rape of Deborah 
Sykes, a copy editor for a newspa- 
per in Winston-Salem, N.C. Syke’s 
youth, gender and media connections 
ensured a well-covered case. The fact

that she was white and Hunt was 
black also touched a nerve. 

Even before Hunt was arraigned, 
some police officers began telling 
local politicians that they thought 
they had the wrong man. No physi- 
cal evidence ever emerged linking 
Hunt to the rape. Still, he was tried 
and convicted — based largely on 
the eyewitness testimony of a former 
member of the Klan. Ten years later, 
DNA evidence cleared him of any 
involvement in the victim’s rape. But 
Hunt spent another 10 years in pris- 
on before being released in 2004. 

The film is told from the per- 
spective of Hunt and his attorney. 
More than 10 years in the making, 
during the hour-long film we watch 
the accused and his lawyer go from 
young men to middle-aged men.

State works to repair 
Assateague Island’s 
weathered dunes 

The wild ponies and deer on 
Assateague Island are usually 
left alone to munch on grass this 
chilly time of year. Since February, 
though, they’ve shared the island 
with bulldozers and work trucks 
giving an extreme makeover to 
the animals’ home. 

The dunes at Assateague State 
Park have been torn down and 
rebuilt farther inland. When work 
is complete by the end of April, the 
dunes will be up to 75 feet back from 
where they started along a stretch 
about a mile long. 

Standing near the new dunes, a 
state contractor who worked on the 
project said visitors won’t notice the 
dunes have been moved. But if they 
hadn’t been, Lance Fisher said, the 
state park and its animal residents 
would be in serious danger. 

“You’ve got to have these to pro- 
tect the animals. Otherwise, you’d 
have a bad storm and water would 
cover the whole island,” said Fish- 
er, who works for MARCOR Reme- 
diation Inc. and oversees the work 


from a Salisbury office. 

Beach replenishment is a routine 
exercise on barrier islands, espe- 
cially the resort town just north of 
here. Ocean City. The Assateague 
job, though, wasn’t planned until 
a series of storms last year left the 
island with almost no beach beyond 
the dunes. 

Hurricane Ernesto last Septem-

ber largely spared Maryland any 
serious property damage, but the 
Assateague dunes weren’t so lucky. 
At least two nor’easters in the win- 
ter compounded the damage. 

Pointing to a spot where the 
dunes once stood, project manag- 
er Dwayne Austin said, “You could 
stand on the top of that dune and 
look straight down 10 feet and see 
the ocean.” 

The state is spending almost 
$700,000 on the Assateague 
dune project, which requires about 
29,000 cubic yards of sand, much 
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of it trucked in from Delaware. The 
dune reconstruction will be done in 
time for this summer’s beach season, 
when people camp on 350 sites just 
steps inland from the dunes. 

“The water came right up to the 
dunes. It would just wash them 
away until eventually the whole 
campground was under water,” 
Austin said. 


The repairs won’t be complete 
until next winter, when the state 
replants grasses on the new dunes. 
Because the grasses can be planted 
only when they’re dormant in the 
winter, there wasn’t time to replace 
those by the tourist season, said Jor- 
dan Loran, director of engineering 
and construction for the Maryland 
Department of Natural Resources. 


“The grasses help to hold the 
sand in place” and prevent it from 
blowing away, Loran said. 

Opinions are mixed about the 
usefulness of dune repairs and 
beach replenishment projects. 
Barrier islands, such as Assateague 
and Ocean City, naturally shift over 
time. Dune reconstruction and 
beach replenishment are done to 
protect manmade structures, not 
the island. Scientists say there’s lit- 
tle to be done to prevent an island 
from changing shape. 

“It’s kind of a losing battle. I 
mean, you’re never going to win 
against the waves and the ocean,” 
Fisher said. Similar projects on 
Chincoteague Island in Virginia 
have largely been abandoned, he

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Groceries Get Greener

Supermarkets are 
the latest chains to 
become eco-friendly 

Grocery shoppers at the new Kroger 
store in Loveland, Ohio — an east- 
ern Cincinnati suburb — are bathed 
in sunlight from 75 skylights in rows 
overlooking the aisles. 

It’s the most noticeable among 
many features aimed at reducing 
energy use by the nation’s largest 
traditional grocery store chain. The 
store also has compact fluorescent 
lights that require less electricity 
and last 10 times longer than tra- 
ditional bulbs. Motion detectors 
help shut off lights when areas are 
vacated. The store recycles exhaust 
to heat water, uses more -efficient 
plastic fans instead of metal ones, 
and has concrete floors that can 
be cleaned with water instead of 
chemicals used for tile. 

The grocery business is getting 
greener, led by new initiatives from

chains such as Kroger Co., Wal-Mart 
Stores Inc. and Tesco PLC. They’re 
part of a broad range of businesses 
— including giants such as General 
Electric Co., General Motors Corp. 
and Exxon Mobil Corp. — are react- 
ing to increasing public concern 
about energy issues. 

The trend is particularly notice- 
able among grocery stores, a reg- 
ular stop for American shoppers. 
Kroger, with nearly 2,500 stores 
in 31 states, says 40 percent of all 
American households have one of 
its shopper loyalty cards. 

For grocers, energy savings are 
part of a critical effort to cut costs 
and deal with tighter profit margins

as Wal-Mart and other discounters 
build up their grocery aisles. 

The efforts make financial and 
public relations sense, environmen- 
talists said. “Given our size, we have 
a certain amount of responsibility 


to the environment and to being a 
good citizen,” said Rodney McMul- 
len, Kroger’s vice chairman. “We 
take everything we save with the 
energy reductions and we reinvest it 
with the customer ... in lower prices 


or in improved service.” 

Kroger, which had $66 billion in 
2006 revenues, says energy consump- 
tion is down 20 percent since 2000, 
thanks to efforts ranging from new, 
more- efficient technology to push- 
ing common sense steps like turning 
lights off when they’re not needed. 

Dave Hamilton, director of the 
Sierra Club’s global warming and 
energy program, said grocers, with 
many power needs such as refrigera- 
tion, can help their images while sav- 
ing money. “Kroger and Wal-Mart 
and others who are making these 
changes are definitely winning on 
the bottom line as well as starting 
to have something to show custom- 
ers that they are doing the things we 
need to do,” Hamilton said. 

The Ohio Kroger store points out 
the conservation efforts with signs 
featuring “Energy Dude.” Each 
Kroger store also educates work- 
ers about little things they can do. 
“Saving energy is not only good for 
the environment, it’s good for your 
paycheck. Every dollar we save makes 
the company stronger, and your job 
more secure,” a store sign says. 

“My mother taught me all 
these things — turn off the light, 
shut the freezer door, make sure all 
the equipment functions properly,” 
McMullen said. “But anytime you 
take it 2,500 times [the number of 
Kroger stores] by 365 days, it adds

But 
his ‘Robert E. Lee’ is out in paper.” 
On Thursday, a Smithsonian Asso- 
ciates audience will hear tales of the 
Rebel idol, of whom the displaced 
Southern humorist and cultural 
commentator writes, “As a father 
Lee was fond but fretful, as a hus- 
band devoted but distant, as a slave 
master unvicious but feckless. As an 
attacking general he was inspiring 
but not necessarily cogent.” 

How did you come to write about 
Robert E. Lee for Penguin Lives? 

They wanted me to write about 


Mark Twain, but I had just writ- 
ten several things about Mark Twain 
... and I didn’t think I had anything 
more to say about Mark Twain at 
the moment. 

Were you well versed in Lee lore? 

When I was a little kid, I used to play 
Confederate soldier, but after that 
I got kinda tired of hearing about 
the Civil War. ... But I always felt I 
ought to know more about it. 

It must’ve taken a lot of research. 

It actually took me longer than the 
war to read all the stuff I had to 
read to write about Robert E. Lee. 
... I didn’t even try to catch up with 
the war south of Virginia. 

What do you make of Lee’s deci- 
sion to back the Confederacy? 

Tip O’Neill said, “All politics are 
local.” [Lee] went with his peo- 
ple. He thought of Virginia as his 
country more than he thought of the 


United States as his country. It was 
not a good career move. Also, his 
wife would never have forgiven him 
if he hadn’t gone with the South. 

If he were alive today, would Lee 
drive an F-150 with a Stars ’n’ Bars 
bumper sticker reading, “Pride Not 
Prejudice”? 

No, I don’t think he would at all. 


I think he’d be embarrassed by a 
lot of people who do. 

Your new book, “Long Time Leaving: 
Dispatches From Up South,” con- 
tains a few afterthoughts and anec- 
dotes related to Lee. 

When I was going around promo- 
tin’ that Robert E. Lee book, some- 
body in — where was it? Louisville,

I think — came up to me after I did 
a little reading and said, “Now, you 
know, my ancestors were Confeder- 
ate generals, and the Confederacy 
was not fighting for slavery.”

‘Saving Aimee’ tells a 
juicy tale of the first 
celebrity preacher 

STAGE I The program for “Saving 
Aimee” at the Signature Theatre 
bears words that could strike fear 
into anyone’s heart: “Book and lyr- 
ics by Kathie Lee Gifford.” 

Those anxious about seeing the 
work of the former perky morning 
TV host can relax. The musical is 
vibrant and features rousing per- 
formances from a skilled cast. 

“Saving Aimee” chronicles the 
life of early 20th-century preacher 
Aimee Semple McPherson (Carolee 
Carmello), a manic combination of 
Oprah, Jimmy Swaggart and Mari- 
lyn Monroe. Interspersed with snip- 
pets from a very public trial after 
her scandalous disappearance, 


the show neither judges nor can- 
onizes her. 

In Canada, a young Aimee meets 
Robert, a preacher whose good looks 
and passion attract her to God. They 


marry, but tragedy strikes, leaving 
Aimee alone and sick with a new- 
born. Aimee remarries, but voices 
compel her to preach again. She sets 
out with her children and mother to 


save souls and perform miracles. 

Aimee’s Angelus Temple, a pre- 
cursor to modern megachurches, 
attracts legions of followers, but 
also detractors who rail against 
the temple’s Hollywood playact- 
ing of Biblical stories. 

She also gains notoriety for her 
troubled personal life, from a revolv- 
ing door of husbands to stints in 
sanitariums. Supporting her are her 
mother (Florence Lacey) and Emma 
Jo (E. Faye Butler), a feisty former 
prostitute Aimee converts. 

The musical manages to stay 
mostly upbeat, despite some heavy 
subject matter.

The stage runs red in 
the Bard’s ‘Coriolanus’ 

STAG E I Plastic containers filled with what looks 
like gloppy raspberry jam lurk backstage at the 
Kennedy Center’s Eisenhower Theater just before 
a recent performance of Shakespeare’s “Corio- 
lanus.” This stage blood gets star billing in the 
Royal Shakespeare Company’s vibrant staging 
of the Bard’s last-known tragedy. The tale of a 
Roman war hero undone by politics and arro- 
gance unleashes such a torrent of gore and 
action, it’s shocking Quentin Tarantino hasn’t 
optioned it. 

“It’s one of Shakespeare’s most violent plays,” 
says assistant director Christopher Rolls. “There’s 
so much war and bloodshed in it, partially 
because it’s about this man’s psyche. Shake- 
speare doesn’t just tell you that Coriolanus is a 
great fighter — he has the guts to show you.” 

The play’s action — and this proud patrician’s 
downfall — turns on two very different fights. 

The one that uses the most of that stage goo 
is between Coriolanus’ Romans and their ene- 
mies du jour, the Volscians. In a scene of stark- 
ly creepy carnage, Coriolanus (William Hous- 
ton) breaks through the impossibly high walls of 


the Volscian city. Then, after much clanging of 
swords and the scraping of what must be bones, 
he emerges with red liquid in his hair and the 
gleam of victory in his eyes. 

This triumph leads Rome’s patricians to nom- 
inate Coriolanus for consulship. But the big C, 
while a battle star, isn’t big on conciliatory ges- 
tures. He refuses to show the plebeians his war 
wounds and make nice, infuriating the scythe- 

bread- 

paddle -wield- 
ing mob. They 
force the con- 
quering hero 
to hightail it 
out of town. 
“Shakespeare’s 
very explic- 
it that these 
citizens enter 
armed,” says 
Rolls. “But it’s 

clear that they’ve got the tools of their trade.” 

While kitchen and barnyard implements 
don’t prove the undoing of the frankly hard- 
to-relate-to hero, his inability to sympathize 
with the everyday Joes who use them does. He 
joins up with the Volscians, deciding that if Rome

won’t love him, he’ll crush it — and his adoring 
mother, wife and kid, too. 

But as any student of the Bard or history 
knows, former enemies make crummy bed- 
fellows. While head Volscian Tullus Aufidius 
(Trevor White) initially welcomes Coriolanus, 
eventually he finds the Roman too proud and 
willful. Yeah, another raid on the show’s faux 
blood supply ends the show — but not before 
a hefty helping of political maneuvering and a 
rip-roaring, toga- on -toga fight. 

“Shakespeare really wrote this with the sen- 
sibility of a brilliant film,” says Rolls. “Someone 
must be sitting somewhere with a script of this 
for Brad Pitt.” Jennifer barger (express)

But the picture \vorth the price 
of admission is Artemisia Gentile - 
schi’s Caravaggesque action shot. 
Her Judith saws with unwavering 
purpose the head of the Assyrian 
leader, who claws at his murderer’s 
maidservant as his eyes glaze and 
he goes under. 

This assistant is the one to focus 
on. Bound by her station to aid her 
boss, she is also, by position, perhaps 
by temperament, accustomed to giv- 
ing comfort. In an oblique view of 
her face, a complex, conflicted blend 
of duty, pity and mercy play across 
her features. “Keep still,” she says.

The Killers foil their 
imitators with an 
intimate new direction 

MUSIC I After “Hot Fuss” became 
one of the most successful albums of 
2004, the Killers were everywhere. 
So were a lot of other bands that 
sounded like the Killers. 

“Whenever a band breaks, labels 
scurry to sign the next one that kind 
of sounds like that,” said Mark Sto- 
ermer, bassist for the Las Vegas - 
based band. “We were lucky that 
someone took a chance on us when 
there wasn’t a lot that sounded like 
us at the time.” 

That proliferation of copycats 
caused potential problems for the 
band’s follow-up, “Sam’s Town”: If 
the Killers had kept doing what 
they’d been doing, they’d just be 
part of the glut imitating them- 
selves. It was an unusual identity 
problem for a band with only one 
album, but the Killers didn’t try to 
remake themselves too quickly. 

“We might have a little bit of 
pressure in the back of our head 


to try something new, and that’s 
hard to fight,” Stoermer said. 

The result was “Sam’s Town” — 
named after a casino near where 
members of the band grew up in 


Nevada — which kept the alt-rock 
fun of “Hot Fuss” but added a the- 
matic cohesiveness based around 
the quartet’s childhood days. 

“It is an abstract idea based on a 


real casino, but it’s kind of a place 
of our own that we created,” Sto- 
ermer said. 

The realities of middle -class 
existence are anything but glam- 
orous, but the Killers’ musical brush 
coats it all with a slick, glamorous 
sheen, turning the mundane into a 
high-flair pop opera. “Sam’s Town”

paints a fictional landscape of theat- 
rical extravagance where the Killers 
have frolicked since their start. 

“Growing up in Vegas, maybe it 
triggered something in the kind of 
the way Strawberry Fields inspired 
John Lennon. When you go there, 
it really is just a little small park, 
maybe 10 feet ivide,” Stoermer said. 
“But in his song, he made it this 
magical place.” chris mincher

Chuck Brown’s new 
landmark go-go album 
is his first since ’79 

M U S I C I He’s successfully worked the 
genre he invented for more than 30 
years, so you might excuse Chuck 
Brown, D.C.’s beloved Godfather of 
Go-Go, if he settled into one groove 
and never looked back. But Brown 
hooked up with producer Chucky 
Thompson to update his style. 

The result dropped this week: 
“We’re About the Business,” Chuck’s 
first studio go-go album since “Bus- 
tin’ Loose,” captured the beat on 
wax in 1979. A single, “Chuck Baby,” 
has already garnered heavy local 
airplay, and he checks in at the 


9:30 Club on Friday night as part 
of an East Coast tour. 

On the new album. Brown says, 
he and Thompson are trying to 
“give go-go not another direction, 
but another concept, a little more 
musical and a little more mean- 
ingful, lyrics-wise.” Thompson, 
who worked with artists including 
Mary J. Blige, Nas and the Noto- 
rious B.I.G. after an early stint in 
Chuck’s band, steered the songs 
towards emphasizing storytell- 
ing rather than call-and-response 
catchphrases. And while “the groove 
is still there,” Brown and Thomp- 
son have pared back the percus- 
sion enough to let the lyrics shine. 
“Chuck Baby,” for example, takes 
the live-show mantra “Chuck baby

don’t give a [rhyming expletive]” and 
drops it into a narrative of a skepti- 
cal young woman being courted by 
the Godfather himself, which makes 
it only a little creepy that it’s Brown’s 
daughter KK who spits a deft rhyme 
to counter Chuck’s crooning. 

The song should make the 9:30 


explode when it finds its natural 
habitat in front of a hyped audi- 
ence chanting the chorus. Brown 
expects an excited crowd of both 
old- school heads and younger folk. 
“There’s no way in the world that you 
can go anywhere and get more love 
than you do here in D.C.,” says the 


Godfather. “I’m just grateful to all 
of the fans for all these years, and 
I’m hoping that they like this one,

A post-emo favorite 
gets comfortable with 
a classic-rock formula 

M U S I C I By 2006, the formula for the 
typical emo pop -punk album was 
no secret to American teenagers: 
angular guitars, catchy songwriting, 
slacker angst and snotty vocals. 

It’s for this reason that My 
Chemical Romance, the self- 
described “what-else-ya-got” 
emo band, caused such a stir last 
October when it released its third 
studio album, “The Black Parade.” 
Rather than going for a safe hit, the 
band stepped up to the plate, tak- 
ing big risks and finally hitting a 
critical home run. 

“The Black Parade” is an ambi- 
tious, over-the-top concept album 
that tells the story of a dying can- 
cer patient.

“When we started working on 
the record, all these theatrical songs 


that were about life and death 
started to come out,” says front- 
man Gerard Way. “That’s when 
we decided we wanted to throw 
all caution to the wind and aspire 
to make a huge record.” 

The album’s most outland- 
ish track, “Mama,” sounds like 
a quirky combination of System 
of a Down’s “Peephole” and Pink 
Floyd’s “The Trial,” and boasts a 
vocal cameo from none other than 
Liza Minnelli. But the album ulti- 
mately works as a coherent artistic 
and commercial venture. 

Whether the audience at

Aereogramme nods 
to film, and finds new 
ways to sound heavy 

M U S I C I When Aereogramme front- 
man Craig B says, “I still get excit- 
ed when it goes dark,” it’s not some 
Barry White innuendo. In fact, the 
band’s latest album title, “My Heart 
Has a Wish That You Would Not 
Go,” might sound all sexy and emo. 
But, yeah: It’s a quote from “The 
Exorcist.” 

“The book, not the film,” says 
Craig (whose last name is, he insists, 
“just B”), in his thick Glaswegian 
burr. But that tension perfectly cap- 
tures the foursome’s blend of metal- 
lic power and movie house sweep. 
“We wanted a cinematic reference 
point to every single song,” he says. 
Indeed, followers of Aereogramme’s 


three previous albums will be 
shocked. The chunky guitar breaks 
have been replaced by strings and 
french horn, with the occasional 
distorted wash. “Very handy that 
Iain” — Cook, the band’s other gui- 
tarist — “writes soundtracks for a 
living,” Craig says. 

Even more shocking, in a way, 
is the absence of Craig’s trademark 
whisper-to- scream. “I woke up one 
morning,” Craig says, “with a pain 
in my vocal cords and the top range 
of my voice had completely disap- 
peared. We had to cancel tours and 
we didn’t know if the band was going 
to continue.” Now it’s whisper-to - 
croon — which is heavy in a whole 
different way. “Anyway, I was a bit 
bored of screaming.” 

“Out of that situation came this 
liberating feeling that it was out of 
our hands,” said Craig. So while he

may sing, “I found love in the lone- 
liest places, places I shouldn’t be 
found” on the piano -driven anthem, 
“Barriers,” he’s no Connor Oberst. 
“There’s actually no love songs on 
the album in terms of boy and girl. 
It’s love in a more general, life- 
affirming sort of way.” Or maybe 
death- defying way in “Trenches,” 
which clearly borrows the feel of 
an epic war film. And “The Run- 
ning Man” refers to — you guessed 
it. “We were watching the Schwar- 
zenegger movie on the TV, and in 
a way it’s a terrible film, but it’s an 
awesome film, too.” (Aereogramme 
hearts duality.) 

For all its heaviness, the band 
is happy to look on the bright side. 
Even “The Exorcist” can be uplift- 
ing, in its way. Craig claims it’s “far 
more than a horror film; it’s about 
the relationship between the two 
priests in the film, and the mother 
and daughter.” Spoken like a man 
bored of screaming, bob massey

Paris is a woman in 
Godard’s masterful 
Two or Three Things’ 

FI LM I In Jean-Luc Godard’s “Two or 
Three Things I Know About Her,” 
the mysterious, beautiful, rapidly 
changing and finally unknowable 
“her” is as much Paris herself as the 
restless housewife Juliette (Marina 
Vlady) at the center of this revolu- 
tionary film. 

“Two or Three Things,” a spar- 
kling new 35mm print of which is 
playing at API this weekend, was a 
radical departure even for Godard, 
who had already pioneered numer- 
ous breaks with history before this 
film’s 1966 release. 

His story of the high-rise- 
dwelling Juliette, who bounces 
from her sleek apartment to the 
city center, where she casually 
prostitutes herself for pin money, 
expanded the scope of film narra- 
tive to encompass asides, longuers, 
diversions, contemplation and sat- 
ire. Godard looks into a coffee cup 
or at a construction crane and finds 


the world, while Juliette experienc- 
es the world in all its glossy, soul- 
deadening consumerist glory and 
finds nothing. 

Decades of big-budget movies 


have made decrying materialism 
into a standard (often hypocriti- 
cal) trope. But Godard’s point of 
view is humorous and unjaded, 
and his mid-’60s camera looks at 


more violent play in 1968. 

But most of all, its rambling 
style, its distracted focus now on its 
heroine, now on some random side 
story, now on the geometry of the 
city itself, became a new way not 
just of making movies but of seeing 
the world, arion berger (express)

experience — and it’s a comedy. 
Sort of. The scathing play, now 
being performed at Clarice 
Smith Center, takes a comic 
viewpoint on material that’s 
anything butfunny, debunking 
theobviousand highlighting hid- 
den, small bigotries most people 
don’teventhinkthey harbor. 


the glossy women’s magazines and 
shiny shop trinkets that Juliette 
absorbs with a devastating lack 
of passion. 

“Two or Three Things” isn’t one 
of Godard’s best-known films, but 
it is one of his most important. It 
stands as a fulcrum for Paris’ sub- 
sequent upheavals, with elements — 
stirrings of political discontent, dis- 
gust with consumer culture, a city in 
transition — that would come into

1 Am My Own Wife’ 
on the complexities 
of survival and self 

STAGE I Clad in a dowdy black 
dress, a matching head covering 
and a plain string of pearls, Arnie 
Burton portrays not only Charlotte 
von Mahlsdorf — the renowned 
antiques -collecting transvestite 
— but a myriad of other charac- 
ters on both sides of the Atlantic 
and over a span of more than 50 
years. 

In the Olney Theatre Center’s 
staging of “I Am My Own Wife,” 
the Tony Award-winning play by 
Doug Wright, Burton assumes 
more than 40 roles, including those 
of von Mahlsdorf, her father, an SS 
officer, a German talk show host 
and the playwright himself. 

Burton uses accents, manner- 
isms and expressions to swiftly 


change back and forth between 
characters. He portrays von 
Mahlsdorf as a likable eccentric, 
her quirks balanced by her intel- 
lect and humanity. 

The story follows Charlotte 
von Mahlsdorf from her child- 
hood, during which a sympa- 
thetic aunt indulges the confused 
youth’s urge to cross-dress, to her 
survival in an abusive household 
in World War II- era Berlin to her 
life as an antiques collector dur- 
ing the Cold War. 

The story is told in flashbacks 
as Wright, who wrote himself into 
the period narrative, interviews 
von Mahlsdorf about her life. He 
delves into her sexuality, her fas- 
cination with old things and, ulti- 
mately, her shadowy involvement 
with the Stasi — East Germany’s 
secret police, which spied on a large 
portion of the country during the 
Soviet regime.

As Wright digs deeper and 
deeper into von Mahlsdorf ’s past 
in order to complete the play he is 
basing on her life — the very play 
we are watching — he struggles 
with viewing his subject either as 
an icon worthy of admiration or 
a cog in the demonic machine of 
the Stasi. 

“What [Wright] finds in the 
end is a flawed human being who, 
though courageous and noble in 
many respects, is also weak and 
self-serving,” said director John 
Going . “She has the same kind of 
blind spots and self-preservation 
instincts that plague us all — in 
other words, she is a real person.”

Pegg and Frost met years ago 
at a Mexican restaurant in Britain 
where Frost was a waiter.

Wright subsequently became one 
of Britain’s most popular comedic 


actors, particularly on TV.

Truth meets fantasy 
in Nick Bertozzi’s 
lovely graphic novels 

PAGES I Nick Bertozzi is not a graph- 
ic novel machine. But editors and 
publishers might mistake him for 
one as the award-winning artist 
watches two works roll into stores 
within a month of each other. 

“The Salon” is a beautifully 
drawn murder mystery set in Paris 
starring the likes of Pablo Picasso 
and Georges Braque. If that sounds 
like something from the mind of an 
art history student, you’re on the 
right track. 

“I took a bunch of art history 
courses in college, and I guess I 
didn’t pay attention to the profes- 
sor,” said the artist, who will be sign- 
ing his books at Big Planet Comics 
in Bethesda on Thursday. “Every- 
body in the painting field always 
talks about Cubism being this life- 
changing, art- changing, culture - 
changing event. I was just going. 
Why?”’ 

That question unfolded into a 
sprawling period piece in which 
bohemians in 1907 Paris track a 
murderer who is targeting paint- 
ers, drink a blue absinthe that allows 
them to enter paintings and explore 
the new movements of the time. 

Set one year later and across 
the pond in Cambridge, Mass., 


“Houdini: The Handcuff King,” 
written by Jason Lutes (creator of 
“Jar of Fools”) and illustrated by 
Bertozzi, offers a snapshot of the 
great illusionist with a peek behind 
the curtain at one of his tricks. 

The artist, reared on a steady 
diet of “Tintin” and R. Crumb, had 
no interest in Houdini or in magic. 
But he took the job in part for a 
chance to learn from Lutes and to 
pencil, ink and letter the story from 
his writer’s thumbnails. 

His next project is a comic biog- 
raphy of comedian Lenny Bruce 


with “American Splendor” writer 
Harvey Pekar. “I know I can bring 
a lot to it,” Bertozzi said. “But he’s 
been writing comics for an awful 
long time, and I’ll be interested 
to see what I can learn from that 
process.” 

Just don’t expect him to put out 
another book at the same time. 
He’s not a machine, you know.
